CONSTRUCTION 


STE the two sections on to a 
piece of thin card such as an 
empty cereal carton. When quite 
dry, cut out carefully around the 
thick black outlines. Cut the short 
thick lines on the wings, and score 
lightly the dotted lines to allow for 
easy folding. Cut the thick black 
lines in the fuselage, these are the 
slots for the main wing. Score lightly 
the dotted lines marked on the 
fuselage and fold as shown in the 
picture on the right. Slide the main 
wing into position. When correctly 
centred, the blue line will be inside 
the body section. Into the nose of 
the glider, insert a small piece of 
plasticine to act as a weight. You 
will have to experiment with the 
correct amount of plasticine to use. 
Too much will result in a nose-dive, 
and too little will cause the glider 
to stall. When the right amount has 
been found, you will find the glider 
will make a steady smooth flight. 
Now you can experiment with the 
aerlons or ‘flaps’ which control the 
glider’s movements. Bending them 
up will make it climb, bending down- 
wards will make it dive. One up and 
one down will make it turn. Happy 
Gliding!
